21-22 WITH CHETTY. HE ALSO REQUESTS THAT EMBASSY CONTACT 
CHETTY URGENTLY TO DISCUSS ADJUSTMENT OF SATURDAY SCHEDULE 
ALONG LINES OF FOLLOWING ALTERNATE SCENARIOS (WHICH LEAVE 
SOWETO AND AMBASSADOR'S DINNER UNCHANGED): 

A: CANCEL MORNING SCHEDULE, WITH POSSIBLE EXCEPTION OP 
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BREAKFAST MEETING WITH PRYKE, AND SCHEDULE VILJOEN AND 
CLARKE IF POSSIBLE ON FOLLOWING MONDAY AFTERNOON. 

B: KEEP MORNING SCHEDULE AS IS, BUT CUT SOWETO SCHEDULE 
SHORT TO PERMIT PERIOD PROM L600-L800 TO BE USED POR VISITS 
TO DETAINEES WITH CHETTY. (THIS WOULD ALSO BE PURPOSE OF 
A. ABOVE). 

C. BOTH OF ABOVE, TO PERMIT MAXIMUM SATURDAY TIME WITH 
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CHETTY. 

MAGUIRE ALSO FEELS 1800-1930 TURNAROUND TIME IN PRETORIA 
COULD BE CUT SHORTER TO PERMIT MORE TIME FOR ABOVE 
ACTIVITIES. 

3. SUNDAY AND MONDAY SCHEDULES LOOK FINE, BUT WITH POSSIBLE 
ADDITION OF APPOINTMENTS MONDAY AFTERNOON PER PARA. 2 ABOVE. 

4. MAGUIRE ATTACHES TOP PRIORITY TO REQUEST FOR MEETING WI 
WITH KRUGER, WHOM HE WISHES TO MEET IN CAPACITY OF REP- 
RESENTATIVE OF LAWYERS' COMMITTEE FOR CIVIL RIGHTS UNDER 
LAW AND OF 30-MEMBER CONGRESSIONAL AD HOC MONITORING GROUP 
ON SOUTH AFRICA. HE IS PREPARED TO ADJUST SCHEDULE 
INCLUDING JULY 24 OR 25 TO MAKE THIS POSSIBLE. 

5. WILL THERE BE MEETING SCHEDULED FOR CONFEREES WITH 
VORSTER? IF NOT, MAGUIRE REQUESTS EMBASSY ASK FOR 
INDIVIDUAL MEETING WITH PM. HE WOULD ALSO LIKE EMBASSY 
TO PURSUEREQUEST RE MEETING WITH WINNIE MANDELA TO MAX- 
IMUM EXTENT POSSIBLE. (MAGUIRE IS ALSO WORKING ON KRUGER, 
VORSTER AND MANDELA MEETINGS THROUGH SA EMBASSY HERE.) 

6. MAGUIRE WOULD LIKE TO MEET FOLLOWING WHO HE HOPES MAY 
BE AT OPPENHEIMER DINNER: GRAHAM HATTON, FINANCIAL MAIL; 
DENNIS ETHERIDGE, MORRIS COWLEY, AND EDWIN LINALA, ALL 

OF ANGLO-AMERICAN; JUSTICE JAN STEYN; AND DR. ROBIN LEE, 
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URBAN FOUNDATION. IF ANY OF FOREGOING ARE NOT INVITED, 

WHAT ARE THE POSSIBILITIES THEY GOULD BE?
